Local Hospitals 
Receive $230,000 

Delaware County And 
Bryn Mawr Benefit 
Under Plan 

Hospital* in the. Main. Line and 
vicinity have received approximate- 
ly $230,000 from the Associated Hos- 
pital Service of Philadelphia, rec- 
ords of the Blue Cross hospital plan 
reveal. 

Figures released this week by the 
Blue Cross Plan show that Bryn 
Mawr Hospital has been paid $146.- 
899.21; Chester County Hospital 
(West Chester) $12,496.12; and Del- 
aware County Hospital (Dre^el Hill) 
$70,597.76. with payments covering 
the period from December, 1938, 
through July 1942. Hospitals are re- 
imbursed on the basis of the num- 
ber of days care provided subscrib- 
ers. 

These figures are part of a total 
hosiptal bill of $4,600,000 which the 
Associated Hospital Service has paid 
for nearly 79,000 of its hospitalized 
subscribers. $3,900,000 has been paid 
to 65 southeastern Pennsylvania 
member hospitals; the remaining 
$500,000 went to non-member hos- 
pitals — In Pennsylvania and in dis- 
tant parts of the United States or 
outside this country.

During July, Lower Merion Town- 
ship experienced one of the lowest 
building construction months in a 
quarter of a century.

County To Erect I 

Traffic Signs On 
80 Miles Of Highway 

Work began this week on erection 
of traffic signs on 80 miles of Mont- 
gomery County highways by County 
Highway Department forces. 

The signs, yellow and black reflec- 
torized symbol signs, were purchased 
by County Commissioners Fred C 
Peters, Foster C. Hillegass and Ray- 
mond K. Mensch in order to help 
make the County highways safer.

Dear Sir: 

I am writing this letter to tell 
you of my appreciation of the 
work of the organization to which 
you are a member, is doing for 
me and many others. 

I have often heard and seen 
pictures of the work and help 
the American Red Cross renders 
to those who are victims of 
either- circumstances or of catas- 
trophics. 

I am a member of the United 
States Army and stationed in 
Northern Ireland. Being in a 
foreign country with customs 
that occasionally seem strange, 
makes me realize the work that 
the American Red Cross is doing 
to make people feel comfortable. 

The American Red Cross has 
taken over two buildings in the 
city of Belfast. These buildings 
are like an oasis in a desert to 
the American Soldier or Sailor 
visiting or stationed in this city. 
A Soldier or Sailor entering these 
buildings has a feeling of being 
at home because of the ease in 
which he is received and the 
lack of formality which we Am- 
ericans enjoy. The American 
food which is served is the same 
as the men receive in their re- 
spective camps and can only be 
obtained at the Red Cross or in 
one of our military camps. The 
food that is served now is sand- 
wiches and tea, coffee and milk. 
I have heaTd that as soon as the 
equipment is secured and set in 
operation, hot meals will be ' 
served regularly. 

I am sure that there are many 
others who, like myself, are writ- 
ing to their home town chapters 
to express their appreciation for 
the work which each far flung 
chapter of the American Red 
Cross in the United States is 
doing for these in foreign coun-, 
tries. 

I wish to extend to you and* 
to each and every member of the 
Narberth Chapter, my deepest- 
appreciation for the small part 
they are : playing in so large, an 
organization. Being a Narberth 
boy.

A $5.00 Hit 

Last Saturday's Narberth-Glad- 
wyne baseball game was tied at 1-1 
when Russ Herrmann, veteran 
Narberth outfielder, came to the 
plate with a runner on second base 
in the fourth inning. 

"Stop by and see me after the 
hit, Russ," boomed Ray Cabrey, 
president of the Narberth club, 
from his spot in the stands along 
third base. 

"I'll be right over," grinned 
Herrmann confidently. 

A few minutes later Herrmann 
clashed a sharp single to left cen- 
ter to drive in the run that put the 
borough tossers ahead for keeps. 

At the conclusion of his inning's 
chores in the outfield Herrmann 
kept his appointment with Cabrey. 
The latter handed a folded bit of 
green paper to the player. 

Herrmann unfolded it carefully 
and, as he skipped happily to the 
bench, he held it up for everyone 
to see : 

A crisp $5 bill! 
BURNS .MOST VALUABLE 
Joey Burns, Narberth third base- 
man, ought to be a cinch for the 
Main Line League's most valuable 
player award this year. 

Burns, who spent several seasons 
in Class A minor league ball, is 
enjoying one of his greatest sea- 
sons and is setting the pace in 
almost every department in the 
league. 

By collecting five hits over the 
week-end, Burns moved into the 
lead for the batting championship 
with an average of .410. He leads 
the league in hits, 34; in runs 
scored with 21 and home runs with 
three. He stole six bases to share 
the lead with Henderson, of Manoa, 
in this department. 

We have no figures on his field 
ir.g. but he's been just as steady 
and efficient in this part of the 
game as the others. He makes the 
hardest tries look easy. He has 
the finest arm in the league, re- 
sembling Jimmy Dykes in his hey- 
day by the manner in which he 
rifles the ball across to first. 

Several years ago when Burns 
was still a youngster and hadn't 
yet been in the minors, we in- 
cluded him among a list of all-time 
Main Line League greats. Many 
took issue with the selection and 
criticized us severely. 

Burns' play since then has 
more than upheld our early ap- 
praisal of his ability. It should 
be quite evident to everyone 
now that Joey Burns rates on 
a par with the greatest third 
basemen who ever donned a 
glove in the Main Line League. 
* * * 

OLDTIMER PASSES 
Jack Hayden, one of the first 
Main Liners to make the grade In 
the big leagues, died on Monday at 
his home, 570 Barrett av., Haver- 
ford. A native of Bryn Mawr. 
where he owned a meat and pro- 
visions store, he was 62 years old. 
Hayden, a graduate of Villanova 
and the dental school of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland where he 
played baseball and football, aban- 
doned the dental profession after 
two years practice to start his pro- 
fessional baseball career with the 
A's in 1901. He later played with 
the Boston Red Sox and Baltimore. 
He managed the Louisville club of 
the American Association from 
1912 to 1915. 

After quitting organized ball he 
played for several seasons with 
Bryn Mawr and other teams in the 
Main Line League. 

Just a couple months ago Hay- 
den was recalling his career for 
several of his cronies and news- 
paper men. He got one of his big- 
gest thrills out of baseball by par- 
ticipating in the memorable 24- 
inning game between the Boston 
Red Sox and the A's on September 
1, 1906. Rightflelder and leadoff 
batter for the Red Sox, Hayden 
got two hits off Jack Coombs who 
went the full route for the A's. 
The latter scored three runs in the 
24th to break a 1-1 tie. 

Hayden recalled that the A's

Cool and most effective in the 
pinches, Zetusky held Gladwyne 
to six hits, fanned eight and drove 
in the game's deciding runs with 
a double in the sixth inning. 

Smith, who is becoming more 
popular with borough fans with 
each succeeding game, turned in 
an even more sparkling perform- 
ance on Sunday when he shutout 
the Collegians with five hits as 
Narberth triumphed, 3-0. He fan- 
ned seven and collected two of 
Narherth's nine hits, one of which 
was a double. 

Caravello, Collegians' outfielder, 
got three of the invaders' hits. 

Joey Burns, veteran third base- 
man, was Narberth's batting hero, 
collecting two hits against Glad- 
wyne and three against the Col- 
legians. This enabled him to take 
the lead in the race for the bat- 
Uig crown as Gladwyne's George 
Kucheruk. previous pacesetter, was 
unable to get a hit off Zetusky on 
Saturday and he didn't play on 
Sunday. 

Ray Presutti. the slim righthand- 
er from Cynwyd, took the lead for 
league pitching honors when he 
hurled Gladwyne to a 7-4 victory 
over Overbrook on Sunday. It was 
his fifth triumph in seven games. 
He fanned nine but had trouble 
with his control and walked five. 

Overbrook was a stubborn rival 

although pitcher Riddaugh was 

touched for 17 hits. He kept them 

j so well scattered that Gladwyne 

! needed a three run rally in the 

' seventh to break a 4-4 tie and 

clinch the verdict. 

The veteran Georgie Myers paced 
G.adwyne with three hits. 

Johnny Kelly sparked Manoa to 
its two victories with five safeties. 
Joe Irvin, Jr., and second base- 
man Rosenfeld each smashed out 
three hits during the Collegians' 
13-1 rout of Brookline at Lans- 
downe on Saturday. Frank Carter 
allowed just seven hits in winning 
his third straight game.

After a while flags were brought 
out and placed on the steps of City 
Hall, a large American flag and then 
I suppose the City flag. Then ev- 
eryone got quiet and the Mayor 
stood up between the flags and spoke 
to the boys for about ten minutes. 

After that the band played the 
'National Anthem' and everyone who 
was sitting stood up. Everyone on 
Johnson's (Merlon Park residents) 
porch arose. We all rose and stood 
on our porch and people who were 
walking on the street stood still. 

Then a large bus appeared and all 
the boys climbed in and seated 
themselves. Two Salvation Army 
lassies appeared with large baskets 
and handed something in the win- 
dow to each boy, coffee and dough- 
nuts, I imagine. Then with great 
cheering and waving the bus pulled 
off. The letterman told me that they 
were going to Camp Dix. 

The whole proceeding was very 
Impressive and so different from 
what happens in our little town. I 
think that Narberth could surely 
learn something from this touching 
send-off this morning. It was really 
beautiful, and it demonstrated that 
Narberth could improve very much 
on its indifferent manner of sending 
our local boys away. ■
